He holds that the United States governm ent 
would b e a party to these oppression* and 
crime in the name of the czar of Russia if it 
formed the alliance contem plated in the ex­ 
tradition treaty to come b efore the senate. 
To show that the instincts of American citi­ 
zens naturally turn against the oppression in 
Russia, Stepniak cites the fact that nearly 
all Americans w ho visit the czar's country 
b ecome sympathizers with the revolutionists 
there, and not only write and speak against 
Russian despotism, b ut actually tender out­ 
side assistance. 
Should the treaty b eratiflid, 
therefore, it would b e in opposition to all 
Americans who understand its meaning, and 
through ignorance on the part of the senate. 
Many citations from history a n ! newspa­ 
per accounts, and the official reports of Rus­ 
sian officials are made, showing tha t the po­ 
litical offeuders which this treaty is intended 
to take from the United » States to the parent 
country are tried b efore m ilitary

without having either counsel or witnesses, 
and that there are discriminations in trials 
and punishm ent of the most cruel order 
against people who take Issue wfith the pres­ 
ent Tor nl orgoverum eat over those who com­ 
m it m urder and crimes of the b aser s o r t ; 
tha t while the m urderer is given a jury trial, 
the m an who edvocates education, or change 
in the form of governm ent is tried b efore a 
court-m artial, and denied all the rights of 
counsel, witnesses, etc., an 1 the accused is 
even denied the nam e of the accuser, and is 
prevented from even proving an alib i. 
He 
holds that the present oppression and form 
of 
governm ent 
are m aintained only b y 
force of the military, and the e x irc ss of the 
most unreasonab le, ob stinate and free use of 
crown power. 
The b enefits to b e derived from the treaty, 
he says, are all on the side of the Russian 
government, inasmuch as criminals from the 
United States can not gain admission to Rus­ 
sia under the present order of things, and 
there can b e no more effect on the part of the 
United States in securing the ratification of 
the treaty than indorsing the tyranny of the 
czar.

Baltimore , M&, Jan. 33. —A large and 
enthu siastic meeting o f wo rkingman was 
held at the Fro nt street theatre » Su nday af­ 
terno o n in aid o f the Philadelphia & Reading 
railro ad and co al strikers. 
Jero m e Mm phy, 
o f Baltimo re, presided. 
Messrs. Jo hn L. 
Lee, o f Philadelphia, chairm an o f the execu ­ 
tive co mmittee o f the Reading railro ad em ­ 
plo yes; Jo hn H. Davis, o f Mo u nt Carmel, 
Pa., chairm an o f the jo int co mmittee repre­ 
senting the railro aders and the miners, and 
Hu gh McGarvey, o f Beaver Meado w, Pa., 
o f the jo int co mmittee, addressed the assem­ 
blage. 
The su m o f $ 467.11 was co ntribu ted 
to the relief fu nd, and the varicm lo cal as­ 
semblies will take the m atter u p and en­ 
deavo r to raise a large fu nd in aid o f the 
strikers iu Pennsylvania. 
I he first speaker was Hu gh McGarvey. 
His speech was a general denu nciatio n o f the 
emplo yers who were getting rich o u t o f the 
su fferings o f the miners, au d by m anipu ­ 
lating the legislatu res were able to “fasten 
their grip u po n the thro ats o f their wo rk­ 
men.” 
The strike was to decide the fate o f 
o rganized labo r in a co u ntry th at bo asted o f 
its liberty. 
J. H. Davis devo ted his address to a co n­ 
sideratio n o f the co ntract between the miners 
and the Reading co mpany. 
He said the co n­ 
tract did no t bind the miners to co ntinu e 
wo rking after Jan. 1 at the $ 2.50 basis. 
It 
was o nly made fo r fo u r mo nths, an l the 
miners were perfectly at liberty to demand 
" h a t they cho se after the 1st inst. 
The 
co mpany itself had insisted o n term inating 
the co ntract Jan. 1, as the receivers co u ld 
no t make an agreem ent fo r a later date, fo r 
by that time they wo u ld be o u t o f o ffice. I£ a 
charged Co rbin with o mitting in his co py o f 
the co ntract, pu blished in bo th his state­ 
ments, the wo rds “and 
this agreement is to 
terminate Jan. 1, 1868,” and characterized 
this o missio n as a base and glaring attempt 
to deceive the pu blic. 
Chairman Lee made the principal speech, 
and in it su pplemented his circu lar issu ed 
so me days sine 4 in answer to Co rbin, and 
pu blished in these dispatches.
